HIS BIRTH AND 
. 


To many readers of the HEKAJLD the name of Lord 


Broughtoa will appear strange, although but few- 
readers. or English literature, and particularly ot 
Lord Byron's poems and letters, are not familiar 
with John Cam Hobhouse, who, under the title or 
Baron Bronghton, was elevated to the peerage in 
1851. He was born on tue 27th of June, mo, near 
Bristol, his father being Sir Benjamin Hobhonse, 
first baronet or tue name and a merchant of wealth 
and high position in society. The Hobhonse family 
originally came from Germany and settled at Mine- 
head, county somerset. Toward the close or the 
seventeenth century they removed to Bristol and 
soon became prominent merchant. The rounder 
of the house, however, was Benjamin 
Hobhouse, 


whose eldest son John left a son and successor (al«o 
named Benjamin), who was created a baronet on the 
2-2d or December, 1812, and who was the tether or 
the deceased peer. Although merchants and be- 
longing to the gentry, the family appear to hav« 
taken position with tne aristocracy as far bacK as 
1700.

HIS TRATBLS WITH LOUD BTEOS AND ESTBANCB 


INTO UTKSA.BY LIFE. 
While In college an intimacy sprang up between 
Mr. Hobnoose and Lord Byron which lastedl dnring 
the Ufetune of the latter. In 1809, to compani wit5 
ne poet, he travelled through Greece and TnrKey 
and on hia return published an account of all he 
aw there m a oooi entitled "Journey Torongh Al- 
jania and Other Pi-ovinces of TorSey with Lord By- 
on." At tliat time Greece was a pare or the Tartisu 
empire and was mciuded in toe general term prov- 
nces. The wors was highly commended by the 
:ntlcs of the day, and, as it was published with hl3 
lame, gave the author a recognized stanoin" amonz 
he literati of the fcingdpin. About this time (1812) 
us father was created a Uaronet and the deceased 
hortly after returned to the Continent where he re- 
mained until after the battle of Waterloo. Belaz in 
Prance dnring tne "Hnndred Days" he wrote a

vapoieon (1816), whien caused considerable excite- 
uent at the time, its contents bemg a virtual de- 
ence or the Emperor ana a condemnation or the 
allies. A short time previous Co this he h^i written 
and published a volume of poetry, which, though, 
not bad verse, was not calculated to give him 
eputation. indesn, the deceased can scarcely oe 
aid to have been a great literary success. \o 
lonbt his connection witu Lord Byrr.n did much to- 
wards placing his literature prominently before tne 
oiiOllc, although it must be said that all lie wrote' 
vas malted by- much vieor of expression and 
riginauty of thought, if even lua writings lacted 
iie impress ot gemus. 


HIS QIPRISONMBNT IS NEWGATE iSB ELECTION TO 


PABLIAiLEST. 
In 1819 Mr. Hobaouse published a pamphlet enti- 
led "Letters to an Englishman, -• in which he severely 
ttacted the Hoase ol commons. The strone 
•adical sentiments which the work contained gave 
an immense popularity among tne extreme 
lements or politics, and caused his arrest anfl im- 


_ nsonment In JCewgate on a charge or having com- 
mitted a breach of privilege. This action on the- 
part or the government was regarded in the light of 
a persecution by the electors or Westminster who 
took up his cause and in 1S20, soon alter his release 
nominated him lor Parliament. In spite or the moat 
strenuous opposition on the part of the wings, who 
left nothing undone that could contribute to defeat 
him, Mr. Hobhouse was elected by a large majority 
after one ol the most animated contests tliat has 
marKea the political annals of England. From that 
'time until 1833 he con tinned to represent Westminster 
in the liberal interest, an4 only gave np his seat to 
become Chief Secretary for areiand. 


HIS CABEKlt IN PUBLIC LIFE. 


On taking his seat Mr. Hobuouse disappointed tae 
expectations of his political opponents ana tne rears 
of his friends, by abindoningthe ultra radical views, 
wnich he undoubtedly held at the time of his im- 
prisonment. As a reformer he was energetic and 
devoted, and proved himself an eloaueat speaker 
and able arjner m debate. He never oecatne a Par- 
liamentary leader or the head of a political party, 
but soon won a prominent position as a liberal. His 
moderate speeches and evident modittcation of his 
previously held radical opinions materially aided 


aud was followed by Uev. John A. UIISSIIIK. Kcv. 
Abell Gosman was recognized as a dricgate from 
the old school Presbyterian Chim-h ami Uev. Dr. 
Sclmmacker rrom the Lutheran. luvv. Iir- Dixon, 
chairman of the Committee on siiiiplying I'lUpus, 
reported that arrangements had buuu made for to- 
morrow.

As we remarked before. Lord Brouirhton's reputa- 
tion cauuot depend utiou his literary worss, but 
must rest principally upon his political career, 
which, ir nor, brilliant, was solid and successful. 
Nevertheless, he way a gentleman of decided talent, 
a irraciilul, polished writer, a keen critic and aa 
able 
reviewer. 
His description of his journey 
through Greece and Turkey with Kyron is graphic 
aud interesting, and his notes to "Childc Harold's 
Pilgrimage" are minute and valuable 
His other 
writings nave already been mentioned, excepting his 
contributions to the Wrxtmiiixter Jfrrimn, which he 
aided in fouudlnpr, aoti ID Hlactcicooti's and primer's 
Magazines. His volume of poems entitled, "Imita- 
tions and Translations trom the Classics, with, 
original Poems," to which we have alluded, ana 
which was published in ISOO, are quite ordinary—uo£ 
so good, in fact, as Byron's "Hours of Idleness," 
"The Siege of Corinth" and the fourth canto or 
"Childe Haroul,'1 which were both dedicated to the 
deceased, then.plain Mr. Ilobhouse. He made a later 
Journey with tue poet through Spain, Italy, Switzer- 
land, and other parts or Europe, aud tuc friendship 
which existed between the two was of the most sin- 
cere and intimate character. The deceased, was one 
of the executors of Lord Byron, aud has bcca se- 
verely censured for the manner iu which he sup- 
pressed every attempt made to publish tne racis cou-.

His wife died in is;t5, without leaving him, 
male issue, anrt as he never married again he will 
be succeeded, m his titles by one of his nephews.

of Operations. 


Details of tbe landing' of Recent 


Expeditions. 


The steamship Morro Castle, Captain Adams, ar 


rived at this port yesterday from Havana and Nassau, 
N. p., bringing us an unusually tall correspondence 
from all parts of Cuba, which we give below. Among 
the arrivals by this steamer is a son and cousin of 
President Ceapedes, who sad been residing In 
Havana. 
The Resignation of General Dulce—Financial

During tae week the city has been considerably 


agitated by various reports concerning the resigna 
tlon of Dnlce. It is now generally well nnderstoo 
that he nas sent It by telegraph to Madrid, bis action 
therein growing out of his very feeble health, which 
of late has alarmed his friends. He nevertheless 
keeps about, and, to a great extent, attends to 
his duties. It is further stated that he'has deter 
mined to abandon his position, as the volunteers 
will not obey him, and he frag no force to compe 
them. 
There are, moreover, many disagreeable 


things growinc out of the ill feeling and Insubordl 
nation among his officers at various points In 
the field. The ract is, a complete demorauza 
tlon exists, growing out of tue condition o 
affairs here ana the unsettled condition of matters 
In Madrid, ana Dnlce can do little or nothing. H 
recently sent Baceta to relieve Latorre, Governor of 
Santiago de Cnba; but the latter refused to yield th 
command, on the- ground that he was appointe 
from Madrid and that the Captain General had n 
power to remove him. Lesca has been removec 
from the command of Puerto Principe and Letona is 
appointed in his place. This, however, donbtles 
grew out of Lesca's recent promotion and the desir 
of the Captain, General to give him an importan 
command in the Western Department. Indeed, It Is 
intimated among the well Informed that he wishes 
to turn over the control of the Island to him. 


The financial affairs of the government here ar 


also in a state of inextricable confusion, and this In 
despite of the wholesale robbery of absentees carrle> 
on. To nearly all the civil employes and the mm 
tary four months' pay is due. The troops in tlie field 
are, it is saia, suffering lor supplies, and through 
this Is accounted for the inefficiency of all opera- 
tions. Tha daily expenditure Is 15",ooo ounces o 
eold ($255,000), or more than $7,500,000 monthly, anc 
the government finds it impossible to raise a tithe o 
that vast sum. 
Various landings of filibusters or insurgents havi 
caused much agitation and excitement in the city 
during the past weeK. The details are contained in 
the communications of your correspondents from 
otner points in the island and irom Nassau. 
The papers here give nothing additional. The fol 
lowing is told concerning the landing of the Salva 
dor:—The war steamer ctrarrnca was on the look 
out for the expedition, but the Cubans managed tc 
elude her vigilance aud that of other cruisers am 
landed. Meanwhile, at a point on the coast somi 
volunteers and troops, with a view of deceiving ti» 
expeditionists, disguised themselves as insurgents 
armed with machetes.

In con 
nection with this affair the present week had like 
to have been opened with a very serious demonstra- 
tion on the part or the volunteers, uapptty avoided 
by the acuteness of tae authorities. As It ma 
Known that efforts would be made to prevent the 
departure of these passengers, arrangements were 
mage to snip them off at twelve o'clock on the night 
or Sunday, the 23d. They were connned in the Ca- 
banas, and the volunteers, who were in garri- 
son, were placed at an Interior point called 
ban Lorenzo, wnich Is divided from the rront 
by an iron railing.

Neither. Having gone to the entrance of Kuevas 
Grandes, and drawing too much water to get In, 
some men were sent ashore in small boats, but all 
they found were a few American crackers, a mile 
salt beef, some old clothes, two small casks of pow. 
der and one or two cannon cartridges and some 
other allgat indications that 
an

landed. 
No 
doubt 
exists 
here 
that the Salvador successfully landed the men 
and munitions, and that while they were on their 
way to the insurgent camps m the interior she was 
safely off to sea; for neither of the vessels that 
went In pursuit could catch ner. The pursuit has 
now been abandoned, because it is said that she has 
already reached Nassau. The name of Salvador is 
now a sort of synonym for terror. Tnose who do 
not know bow small the vessel is imagine her a 
monster. The omcionsness of the commander or ihe 
Royalist, who kept in the company of the Spanish 
cruisers all day when searching lot the Salvador, 
bas excited the suspicion that perhaps, after all, 
there was more show than sincerity in the matter. 
About the same time that the Salvador landed 
ner cargo another and a more important expedition 
was landed at a point called Nipe, more than a 
hundred miles further along the coast. Nipe has a 
convenient and commodious bay. it is likewise on 
the northern coast, and is about 125 miles from 
here. On the 18th instant—the very day on 
which the 
Salvador was seen—an important 
action, resulting from tne 
dl»embarkment or 
a liilbustering expedition ioo& place near Nipe. 
Tne nght itself seems to have been tue arst informa- 
tion tbe Spaniards received that an. expedition had 
been landed at that place. The account we have re- 
ceived is to the effect that soon after the landing had 
been effected entrenchments were thrown up to 
cover a battery of eight guns on the point of the pe- 
ninsula de la Torre, commanding the entrance to tbe 
bay. The town of Mayan, where there is a spamsn 
garrison, is situate on a river which nows into tnat 
bav. Spanish vessels are accustomed to run Into 
Nipe witn provisions for the troops. On Sundav last 
as toe steamer Guantanamo was so engaged, she 
was ilred on by the battery. So also was the Mar- 
seila. which received two shots in her. waist without, 
however, doing any serious damage, as the balls 
struck upon her iron plates. The assistance or tue 
gunboat Ainca was soon obtained, and a few bun- 
ured men composed of regulars and volunteers were 
landed

They

upon the Battery; but it would seem that it had just 
been abonUoned purposely, for the men were soon 
III possession of the gnus. But It was only tempora- 
rily; for presently the Insurgents came sweeping 
back in force, and by a gallant charge, in wlncit 
many of the Spaniards and some or the insurgents 
fell, q.mckiy regained the entrenchments ana tue 
guns. The Spaniards claim that they spiked some 
of them before being driven on, but from all ac- 
counts-whatever attempts they may have made to 
do so did not prove successful. All the statements 
confirm the fact tnat the loss in men was 
heavy, because the Spaniards, rejoiced at the easy 
conquest of so rich a prize, did not anticipate the 
sudden charge which deprived them of that prize; 
for they say that besides the eight guns mounted in 
the earthwork they saw ten other pieces 01 artil- 
lery without gun carriages. All tnese, however, 
were likewise recovered, besides a large nnmber ol 
small arms temporarily placed in a building 
near the shore. 
Before finally retreating the 
Spaniards set Ore to that building; and the reason 
given for the insurgents not pursuing them is that 
tuey deemed it more important to extinguish the 
names and save the arms, which taey succeeded in 
accomplishing. 
The Spaniards say that the bajouet 
charge to regain the guns was led Dy foreigners, 
which seems very probable. They acknowledge tc 
a loss of about forty killed and nearly one hundred 
wounded. Several of the most severely wounded 
were sent round to Santiago de Cuba on one of the 
Spanish vessels. They captured one of the fili- 
busters, a Prussian, from whom the naval officers 
who have arrived here say they received the in 
formation that a few days previously they had suc- 
cessfully landed an important expedition consisting 
of men and war material. From the amount o 
arms and ammunition, and tbe number of cannon 
seen some have supposed that the insurgents had 
intended making Wipe a base 
of operations 
on the coast; 
but it 
is 
more 
ukely that 
they were only awaiting means cf transportation 
to convey them to the interior. The Spaniards 
subsequently shot the Prussian prisoner. They say 
they had him on board a steamer, that he jumped 
overboard, attempting to escape, and that they snot 
him in tue water. The loss of the Insurgents in this 
action Is unknown. They were left m possession ot 
tne Held. It is prooable that all the troops which 
can be spared in the eastern section of the isiant 
will be sent as soon as possible to the vicinity o. 
Nipe with a view of intercepting the filibusters and 
the valuable war material which composed that 
expedition. 
And on the self same day, the 16th test., another 
serious engagement took place near the coast at a 
point betweeu here aud Nipe. This, however, was 
uot the result of the landing of an expedition. The 
Spanish steamer Moctezuma, which left Havana 
with 800 men, composed of regular 
Spanish 
soldiers and mobilized volunteers, stopped in this 
port for two days, aud ou tne 9tli Inst. proceeded to 
Puerto Padre with the troops and provisions, which 
were to constitute a crtc"*^ Destined for the Interio 
Irom LaB'Tara'asT The loftieiMfu ^u 
agSS* .?£ 
landed at Puerto Padre, and on the 16th instant th 
convoy started. They had travelled only about fou 
miles wlien they were met near tlie margin of a 
stream by the insurgents in large numbers. An at^ 
tack was rnade upon the convov and a desperate 
light ensued. Tue Spaniards contested their posi- 
tion with considerable pertinacity ror a time, but 
tuey were finally driven back to tlieir starting point 
carrying some of their wounded with them. They 
acknowledge a loss of only thirty-four killed, and 
some say only seventy-eight wouuded; but seventy- 
eight have already arrived here and are now in the 
building used as a hospital for all the sick am 
wounded in Nuevitas. This must have been a more 
sanguinary engagement than the defeated Spaniards 
are willing to admit. The stream was crimsoned 
with tue blood of the Killed aud wounded of botn 
parties. 


A Spanish soldier says that out of his company 
which numbered loo. only seveu Have survived un- 
lujured. But some allowance must ne made for the 
exaggerated number of casualties sometimes com- 
puted by soldiers, especially such as become what is 
called "demoralized." There Li no inlorinationas to 
tlie loss of the insurgents, as they kept possession of 
tue irroimd. Tue Spaniards suy tuey slaughtered 
large numbers ol the Cubans. It is sa:d that a detach- 
ment of 300 Spanish, under command or Colonel 
Borraiche, which had left Las Tunas ou the day pre- 
vious to meet tne convoy, participated m tne en- 
gagement. All the defeated troops are now at Puerto 
Kadrc awaiting reintorcerncuts. A thousand men, 
or the regiments La Heina and La Union, undei 
command of lirigadicr Ferrer, have arrived here 
from 1-uerto Principe en route to reinforce them. 
They will leave to-morro\v lor Puerto Padre. Ou his 
arrival there Brigadier 1'errer will assume command 
or all tho Spanish forces In that, vicinity.

tne 20th inst. On taat <iay a foraging partv'c'onsist^ 
ing ol about 100 Spanish soldiers went out from 
Padre, bnt they were soon met and driven buck by 
the insunrenrs —Bit a loss, as they say. ot only four 
killed and seven wounded. The latter arc now being 
carried on stretchers from tbe v/harl to the liosnital 
building. 


The accounts of the above named engagements 
lave been communicated by Spanish officers and sol- 
diers. Undoubtedly tlie Insurgents' story of the same 
engagements would make them ont more glowing 
victories. Whatever the respective losses may have 
jeeu, It Is certain, even by tneir own admission, that 
the Spaniards have sustained severe reverses 
and 
the 
Cubans 
have 
received, 
not 
only 
men who probably Have bad some practical 
experience on the battle Held, but a consid- 
erable 
quantity 
of 
arms 
and 
ammunition 
which they greatly needed. I have heard, from in-' 
ormacion that has come turough the lines that tne 
Insurgents are exceedingly eiitted by their recent 
good lortuue In getting arms, and especially ammu- 
nition, as well as by their signal victories. 
No de- 
alls, however, are given as to the actual amount of 
war material they received nor as to the number of 
.aauaitles they sustained in the late engagements. 
?ney were never more sanguine of eventually 
achieving their Independence. 


Besides the more Important fights above mcn- 
loned there have recently been two skirmishes in 
lie interior, one at the plantation called liulustrla 
nd tae other at the plantation El Destmo, belong- 
ng to Napoleon Araugo, both in the vicinity or I.as 
Mmas.

The principal ro«aont« of this 0y woro this m9rn- 


ing summoned to assemble at the Governor's resi- 
dence. Tbe object corned out to be a fresh demand 
for contributions to sustain the Spanish volunteers. 
Mr. and Mrs. Blake, of New York, are here watting 
for an opportunity to go to Puerto Principe, in the 
hope of saving some of their property. Tbe train 
with tue locomotive has made a few successful trips, 
aud the road is open yet; but the authorities will not 
allow any passengers to go np at present, as every 
available foot of room is wanted for provisions for 
tho citizens and the troops. 
Dr. and Mrs. Rlsco, American residents, who have 
been expected here are still somewhere in the In- 
terior. Mrs. Iliscoe especially is anxious to return 
to the United states, and some friends of hers here 
have sent her word that if she can get permission to 
come through the lines she will nave an opportunity 
of returning to the States. It Is believed also that 
some of the other Americans who are in the country 
will soon reach here homeward bound. Tne condi- 
tion or the interior is such that it is exceedingly un- 
comfortable ror ladles to remain in U. 
Tne United States steamer Penobscot, Captain 
Eastman, paid a passing visit to this place on the 
13th inst, and left on the following day irom Ha- 
vana. She came by order of Admiral Hoff to look 
alter American interests, and to take away any 
Americans here who might wish to leave the 
island. 
The United States steamer Narraganset, Captain 
Flllebrown, arrived here on Sunday last on a similar 
errand. She leaves to-morrow morning to look alter 
American interests at other points. 
There are rumors to-day or iresl fights in the in- 
terior, but no positive information has yet come to 
band. It is not likely that the Cubans will let the 
Spaniards rest during the summer season. TUe 
heart of the insurrection is in this district; both 
sides seem to be concentrating forces in this section 
of the island, and every one appears instinctively to 
feel that still greater destruction of property and 
lives will soon be the result or recent events and 
operations.

Let me relate how the execution commenced 
and ended. We were In Santa Rosa, six miles from 
Las Piedras, where the rebel general was at the 
tune. A company or guerillas, under Captain Ca- 
zorla, arrived at the same time, to escort a clergyman 
named Juan Pane, who was to afford spiritual con- 
solation to the prisoner Don Jose Manuel Quesada, 
whom he found difficult to absolve or his sinsTand this 
rendered his mission a task extremely embarrassing. 
The fact Is that the prisoner did not want to make 
the confession or his sins; gray, and sixty-five years 
old, he exhibited an extraordinary resignation to 
his late and an immutable resistance to receiving any 
spiritual aid. 
To all interrogatories nls only reply 
was, -I Enow nothing.' 
In vain the most tempting 
promises were held out to induce him to re- 
veal the meaning of the correspondence round 
on his person. But, ever and anon, his reply was, 
'1 know nothlne.' His resignation was such that 
Ue remarked to the prosecuting officer. Captain 
Trlana, a Cuban, -After all, you do no more with 
me than you should, and the same as I would 
do in a similar case with any of the enemy. I 
only wish, tnat others had had the heart which I 
have.1 He rejected the crucifix while being led to 
execution, and only when the Captain endearingly 
implored him to carry it m his hand he promised to 
do so, provided he was allowed to give the word to 
tue soldiers who were to shoot him when to lire. 
This being granted, he took: the crucifix in his hands, 
and shortly after, muttering some incoherent words, 
gave the command to fire. He evidently died for a 
cause."

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THE DEATH PENALTY. 


Execution of Two Negroes in 


North Carolina. 


PAETICULARS OP THEIB CRIME, 


SCENES AND INCIDENTS AT THE GALLOWS 


TIAI.IPAX, N. C., June 4,1809. 


Baker and Thomas, two negroes condemned for 


U»e murder of a colored man named Wade Ditcher 
in WeWon about one year ago, were to-day privately 
executed in accordance with the law. 


HISTORY OP THE MURnEK. 


One Sunday morning in May just a year ago the 


quiet little town or village of Weidon, in this county, 
was the scene of no orainary excitement among the 
resident freedmen. Wade Ditcher, a young negro 
fisherman, of good character, remarKablc for honesty 
and uprightness, -was fonnti missin? under circum- 
stances peculiarly suspicious, lie had not been 
seen since the Saturday evening previous, and, his 
friends oecoming uneasy, search was made for him 
and inquiries as to his whereabouts instituted, but 
without arriving at any definite information. Some 
thought it probable that he had gone into the coun- 
try to spend the Saboatti, as his fishing canoe was 
found moored where he generally left it. The entire 
day, however, passed into eternity and an anxious 
night 
among Ditcher's friends 
followed, with 


no news of the missing man, except the cir- 
cumstance that he had teen seen late on Saturday 
night with two or more negroes, with whom it was 
ascertained he had been aa-mbling. Preedincn col- 
lected in large numbers discussing, in their peculiar 
way tiie strange absence of Ditcher, and when it was 
discovered on Monday morning that 1113 Gshlng boat 
Had been loosened from its moorings on Sunday night 
and drifted down the river, and that one of his oaa-s 
only was fouud in the boat, as if to give the impres- 
sion that he had been drowned, they shook their 
licads gravely and at once concluded there had been 
fonl plavsomen-here. Naturally impulsive and ex- 
citable, the freedmen now arrested a negro named 
Jim Thomas, who had been seen in Ditcher's com- 
pany on Saturday night, on the presumptive evi- 
dence that he must know something or the missing 
man. It had become the general belief that Ditcher 
was 
murdered, ana some 
inadvertent remark 


dropped by Thomas strengthened this belief, and 
Implicated, in their minds, Thomas with the murder, 
let the impression once become established amonjt 
negroes that the assassin or murderer of another 
te among them, and, with a sort of superstitions 
idea of "blood 
for blood," 
they 
will hnnt 


and quickly brintr him to justice. Thomas was ar- 
raigned before a magistrate's court, a number of 
witnesses were summoned, and testimony elicited 
that Wade Ditcher had been gambling on Saturday 
night with Jim Thomas and Gns Baker ; that the 
two latter were winning his money, and that Ditcher- 
liad been seen at a late hour on Saturday night under 
the railroad shed, but ne did not go home at all that 
night. Nothing criminating suspected parties was 
proven, "and the case was dismissed until lurther 
developments. 
The gambling had occnrreci in 


a portion of a dilapidated hotel which had been 
chieHy inhabited uy negroes lor some months. 


DISCOVERY OF THE DEAD BODY. 


With redoubled zeal the negroes continued to 


ferret out the hidden mystery of the missing man, 
and if possible to bring to justice - any who might 
be guilty of his mnraer. On Tuesday traces of Wood 
were discovered in the street near the railroad 
•lepot, and from that point blood stains conld be 
seen upon the ground for a aistance of 206 yards in 
the direction of the river. In the afternoon of the 
same day Tjlood marKs were also found reachioK 
irom a point near the old hotel, where Ditcher was

lacts,' taken m connection, with "the" rem'ovai'^of 
Ditcher's boat the night after he was missing, made 
tne case still more mysterious, and Tuesday passed 
without solving the extraordinary affair, excitement 
beinsi on the increase. On Wednesday, however all 
donbta were set at rest as to tne fate of the inissmo- 
man. A party of fishermen in the nver, near an al> 
rupt bead ol tne stream, discovered a black moos 
of something floating towards them, and alter haul- 
ing it near enough found it to be the dead body of a 
colorea man. They quickly brought It ashore and 
though much disfigured and mutilated about the 
features, the body was at once recognized as that of 
tlie miHBing man, Wade Ditcher. A coroner's in- 
quest was 'held, evidence in eifcct as above being 
elicited, and a verdict that "deceased came to hin 
death by blows from clubs or like weapons In the 
liands of some persons unknown" 
was ren- 
dered. 
Prom the circumstantial 
evidence ad- 
duced, however, the arrest and committal on 
suspicion of flve negroes, as follows:—Gns Baker 
GeorgeUayllne, Jim"Thomas, Dick Williams and 
Frank McAllister, was considered jiigtillable by a 
court which subsequently examined into the mur- 
der. 


COMMISSION OI-' THE DEED. 
Excitement ran high among the negroes, and so 
Intense was the indignation and feeling against' the 
suspected murderers that threats of lynching were 
freely uttered, and it was only by the cool and 
lober counsel of more experienced white men that 
that 
summary 
punishment 
was 
not brought 
Into requisition, which probably might have hurried 
two Innocent parties, without notice or preparation, 
into the presence of their Maker. Ou tlie Monday 
roliowme their Incarceration one of the accnsed sig- 
nified his willingness to disclose all he knew con- 
cerning the murder, notwithstanding the threats 
and denunciation of his more guilty lellow prisoners. 
This was Prank McAllister, and his verMon is the 
exact statement of the affair as it occurred, and as 
the evidence afterwards proved it to be. Alter Wade 
Ditcher had won their money, and ''broke" Baker 
ISayliue and Thomas, a quarrel ensued In the hotel 
In which the three latter attacked Ditcher. Tney all 
went out into the porUi or the building, life hour 
being aiter midnight, when Gus Baker slrack Ditcher 
across the face with a heavy weapon, Jim Thomas 
striking 'him immediately after with a club on the 
head, felling him to the ground, at winch George 
Kayline exclaimed, with lieudlsh joy, -Damn him! 
Oat's got him." Ditcher's body (Ille being supposed 
to be extinct) was then taken and carried through 
Baker's room to the rear portion of the old dmiuc 
room, which was altogether unfrequented. 
Much to 
the surprise of the murderers, who visited their vic- 
tim on Sunday morning, tne day he was lirst miss- 
ing, they found him sun living. 
About the same 
time 
a 
considerable 
cry 
had 
been 
raised 
concerning his absence, and alarmed at this Gun 
Baker weut again to the rear of the old dining room 
and by anotner heavy blow on tne !iead "HuMied" 
the victim. 
Thus was perpetrated one of the most 
barbarous and atrocious murders e\er hoard of, 
challenging the criminal records of almost any na- 
tion lor excessive brutality and horror. 
That isuu- 
Oay night tue murderers and Ilends completed 
2helr work by removing the 
bodv 
from

old dining room 
to 
the 
river, taking it to 
the opposite side and throwing it In. The same 
meht they broke into Ditcher's room, obtained 
tlie key ol the padlock that fastened his boat and 
placing one of the oare within it, tet it adrift, for-the 
double purpose of liiyertmg suspicion from itieni- 
Bcivcsaiid of creating tue impression that Ditcher 
was drowned. But how signally they latlcd. 


TIIE TIHAL. 


A true bill-of indictment for murder In the flrst 
degree being lounrt agaluit Gns Baker, Jim Thomas 
and George Baylme, they were arraigned at an 
cxta session of the Superior Court of this county on 
Monday, July io, HUM. Attorney General \Vm. K 
Cox appeared for the state, and Mr. E. Con inland 
aud others for the deience. Facts as substantially 
given above were adduced in the evidence, and 
urter an able display of lorenslc talent on both sides 
the jury retired, and In abont fifteen minutes re- 
ported a verdict of "Kiulty"agalnst the three prison- 
ers, in accordance with tins verdict tins Juiige, ou 
the following hatuvua.Y moining, sentenced Gun 
Baker, Jim Thomas and George li^y^ne to lie hanged 
by the nuck until dean on the 14tit or August, isos. 


AN AI'FIiAL UKANTKO. 
Prior to the day fixed for Ihe execution an appeal 
•was granted to the .Supreme Court of the State upon 
the very tmcsttonable cronnd that the calling of the 
«xtra term of the court which tried aud sentenced 
the condemned was unconstitutional. This luckj 
circumstance prolonged their miserable existence 
and crieateii the gallows out of three victims which 
It claimed lor several months.

Gus Baker, the principal criminal, has &11 the look 
and bearing of a desperado. He u a mulatto, de- 
scended from that unfortunate and despised class 
Snown during the days of slavery as "free niggers:" 
Is about thirty years of age, and 
is dis- 
tinguished as the owner or a reputation which 
has always been exceedingly bad. lie talcs very 
much like a bravado and looks with seeming indif- 
ference on the preparations for tne execution, which 
quietly progress near the jail beneath bis eye; but 
really he la the least prepared of all three to meet hts 
Just doom. 
Jim Thomas is biacK as ebony, of a stout build, 
and halia from the city of- the "Plug rjghes." where 
doubtless he became master of the art of clubbing. 
He Is morose and sullen, appears despondent, with- 
out hope: refuses to speak freely to any one, an 
awe-nog the few questions he is asked by mono- 
syllables and sometimes nods of the head, and re- 
lieves the dun monotony of his confinement by 
alternately pacing to and fro in the cell and sitting 
down. 
Tv.rv*" ""J"""1, the third and hist of the Wade 
Ditcher murderers, is also black, and shows all the 
characteristics of the negro in a countenance Dy no 
means prepossessing. The knowledge of his ap- 
proaching doom preys heavily upon his mind, 
having reduced him from a stout, hearty man 
to a weak, emaciated creature, now compelled 
to lie altogether on a pallet. He is confined by him- 
self, and has suffered a, good deal from the effects of 
a wonnd received when recaptured after his escape. 
Both him and iJaker are old residents of the vicinity 
m which they committed the atrocious crime for 
which they are now to suffer the extreme penalty of 
the law. Baylme has made a confession to the jail 
authorities, in which he subs:antlaUy reiterates the 
evidence taken during the trial, without criminating 
himself. Little reliance is placed on this confession, 
as many suppose it has oeen done at the sugges- 
tion oi lawyers with a view to obtain a commuta- 
tion of Bayline's sentence.

A RESPITE. 
Early on the morning of the 28th of May (tho day 
named for the execution) Bayline was respited 
until the 26th of June inst. The order respiting Ba- 
ker and Thomas was not received until all the pre- 
parations for their execution had been completed 
and the two criminals were standing on the scaffold 
with the ropes around their necks and the black 
caps drawn over their faces. Another moment and 
they would have been launched in eternity when 
Ilayes, the colored member of the Legislature was 
observed rnshlng through the crowd around the 
scaffold waving an envelone iu his hand and shout- 
ing "Respited !" "Respited !" The caps were taken 
off, the ropes removed from their necks and the con- 
victs were informed that their execution had been 
postponed until this clay (June 4), pending whicli 
time the Governor would lurther investigate their 
case and decide whether they were at subjects lor 
further Executive clemency. 


BEHAVIOR OP THE DOOMED MEN. 
Notwithstanding that the doomed men were res- 
cued Irom the very jaws of death on Friday last, as 
if by a miracle, they still continued to exnlbit that 
hardened and callous demeanor characteristic of 
desperate criminals. Baker asked coolly, when he 
heard the telegraphic respite for one week read to 
to take the rope off his neck, as it choked him and 
wltli the most remarkable fortitude the two walk-d 
back to their cells as unconcerned as any of the 
spectators present.

He seemed to have a rtread 
ot the medical profession, aud, therefore, wished his 
remains interred at Littleton, In tne northwestern 
portion of tho county, where hiH relatives have been 
buried, about twelve miles from here. Thomas re- 
ceived a letter from his brother at Yorktown, Va.. 
acknowledging the receipt of one from him. coun- 
selling lortitnde on his pan. 
His brother said he 
would be with him m a day or two, but the imonna- 
lion arrived tou late. It was too late to receive any 
succor, either nebular or religious, from his brother. 


I'EfAIUNU FOlt THE KXttOUTION. 
There was little excitement and thecrowd was un- 
usually .small for such an occasion. At half-post 
twelve the condemned were brought forth from their 
cell attended by the priest and deputy sheriff. They 
ascended the ladder leading to the scaffold firmly 
pinioned by the arms. They were then pinioned at 
the knees and utiLMcB. Holding the cross between 
the criminals and arrayed in his sacerdotal robea 
the priest then delivered a short prayer, at the con- 
clusion or which tho prKsnt put the white caps on the 
condemned, which forever closed the view to all 
earthly things. Shortly afterwards the Sheriff ad- 
justed the fatal nooec, and amid an impresstvo 
silence tho priest said Baker and Thomas beegcd to 
be forgiven and that they had forgiven everybody 
With this short but awfully solemn address the'Sheriff 
then read the death warrant of the (Governor order- 
ing the execution. 


DEAD. 
At twenty minutes to ono P. M. the prop was 
knocked from beneath the drop, and tho criminals 
were Hiispcndeil between heaven aud earth. There 
was tho walling of a woman (Baker's mother) heard 
without the enclosure when the heavy thud of tho 
drop broke the breathless stillness of the scene. Ex- 
cepting this the execution passed off quietly. Tho 
necks ot both were broken, though the fall wag but 
four feet. In eleven minutes life was declared ex- 
tinct oy the attending physician, l)r. Hart, and after 
hanging twenty minutes the bodies were cut down. 
Baker'H remains were Immediately placed In a coffin 
ami conveyed to the railroad depot, iollowed by hia 
mother. They were taken to Weidon, whence they 
will be Rent to his piaco of burial. Innocent or 
entity—and there are many opinions on tho subject— 
the reputed murderers of Wado Ditcher arc la 
tttraitr.

Utterances of Republican Members—Carliiit 
Movements—Poverty la tho Capital—A Stum- 
bling Block—The JXatlenal JLoan.

Unfortunately for themselves, fortunately, per- 


haps, for tne country, tne blasphemous speeches of 
several republican deputies in the late sessions o: 
the Cortes, especially those of SeBor Snfier y cap- 
devlla and of seflor Garcia Bute, have done more 
Injury to their party, and given more strength to the 
monarchical cause thau a thousand protests of 
their adversaries conld have effected, A storm of 
Indignation has been aroused against them. Sefior 
Snfler, a doctor to Barcelona, where he was also 
Alcalde, was already Known by his famous declara- 
tion—"The two enemies of mankind are consump- 
tion and God !" (la tteis y Z>ios/) The debate upon 
the article of the constitution authorizing liberty of 
worship gave him the opportunity ol developing 
his opinions. When he bsgum by remarking that 
since the expulsion of the Moors the philosophy of 
Descartes had not been able to penetrate into Spain, 
thanks to the "sensual hypocrite." Isabel the First, 
and to the "ungrateful and dissolute" Isabel the 
Second, there were some murmurs in theHons«, 
especially as 
regarded 
his 
appreciation 
of 


the Catholic Isabel. 
But when, after 
scoffing 


at all religion, 
expressing liis desire 
that 


none should exist in Spain, affecting to enter into 
the oriijin of alt religious belief, showing his gross 
ignorance in nis comparison between Buddhism, Mo- 
hammedanism and Christianity, he denied the ex- 
istence of God, tHrrtTrvlrlliy of Christ, insulted the 
purity of the-Virgin, denounced as an absurdity the 
doctrine of the Trinity, there arose so much con, 
fusion and clamor that tlie President vainly called 
to order, ana at length ueclared that tne Deputy 
should not continue his discourse. After much con- 
fusion Sutler sat down and the republican party left 
the House. 


\v e decline following his worthy successor and com- 
panion, SeEor Garcia Ruiz, through the tissue of 
blasphemies with which he followed out the argu- 
ments of his triend. We would willingly do justice 
to the magnificent speech of the Bishop 01 Xaen, se- 
rious, moderate and learned, or to that of the 
Cnanoine Monteroia. who seemed to scatter as chaff 
the frothy arguments of tne blasphemers, showing 
how they were mere plagiarists from Kenan and other 
inndels. Buv these are clearly beyond the iimits of 
a letter. All honest republicans regret the scanda- 
lous occurrences whicn have taken place on this 
occasion. 


The government, it must be allowed, are nnrrying 
on the discussion of the different articles, the debates 
beginning early aud lasting far into the night, hoping 
wefore long to put an end to this Interregnum, the 
evil consequences of which become daily more ap- 
parent. But, unfortunately, the want of union be- 
tween the different chiefs increases daily. 
Some 
say, "Montpensier, or a republic;" others, "The 
Prince of Asturias and a regency." others insist 
npon a directory, with three chiefs at the head. 
Some favor the Duke of Aosta. some the Prince of 
Honeuzollern. married to a sister of the Km<r of 
Portugal. Even the name of Prince Alfred 18 brought 
In as a fitting candidate. 


The Carlists are preparing for action. Great fears 
are entertained here of a republican outbreak. The 
people will join any party. 
The poverty In Madrid 
Is positively frightful, and tne accounts from tb« 
provinces give a melancholy picture of misery and 
starvation, aggravated by the intense neat and dry- 
ness of the season, and tue consequent probable fail- 
ure of the crops. 


Bach general is supposed to be privately enuaged 
in endeavoring to gain over the troops to his'side. 
But probably the greatest obstacle to all pacific solu- 
tions of the question exists in tbe ambition of Gen- 
eral Prim. He must be king, regent, dictator, presi- 
dent or director, otherwise ne will in all likelihood 
conspire against whatever party comes into power 
Serrano looks the picture of misery, Topete puzzled 
and comounded, publicly declaring that he never in- 
tended to make a revolution against Queen Isabella, 
bnt only ajramst her "abominable ministers." So 
have they all sown the wind and are reaping the 
whirlwind with a vengeance. Under these circum- 
stances it is perhaps not unnatural that Queen Isa- 
bella continues to persist in her refusal to abdicate. 
Scflor JFiguerota, Minister of the Treasury, gives 
little satisfaction to any party. His position is not 
an enviable one. The debate on the subject of the 
loon was initiated In the Cortes by Sefior Fernandez 
Cuevas, who desired to know whether the Minister 
could iniorm them how much of the loan of 
1,000,000,000 of reais had been contracted and If the 
operation was severe. "1 hope," said he, "that the 
answer will be as clear as categorical, as precise as 
the gravity ot the case requires; for, however sad 
the truth may be. It cannot be so much so as the 
panic and terror which have taken possession at 
this moment or all those who are interested In 
Spanish credit and Spanish honor." 


Tne answer of J-'iguerola was mysterious. "I as- 
sure the Cortes," said he, "tnat the loan is not only 
contracted and negotiated, but assured." At the 
same time he refused to make known the conditions 
of the contract, alleging that "were they made pub- 
lic at this moment they would only serve to give 
fresh arms to the enemies or the revolution and 
wouln prevent the loan Irom being brought to a 
happy turminaUou," 


This reserve has occasioned the greatest dissatis- 
faction, and even tne iriends or Figuerola criticise 
his conduct in tins respect.

Since that time 
he child's mother has remarried, her former hns- 
and being dead, and she is now in a position to 
rovlde welt for and bring up her little daughter. 
The mother, Bridget MeCormack, made applica- 
ion to this court upon a writ of habeas corpus to 
ompel Jolm O'Connell to surrender tlie child to her 
n: tody. Mr. O'Connell apneared as his own coun-

"ith its mother, but, on the contrary, preferred to 
imam with him, and that on one occasion, in con- 
equcnce of the mother's attempt lorably to take 
ler away, the child was sick for a considerable time.

The Alabama. Claims—Peace ttfc Policy of 
<*eneral Gram, but What of Congress f 


We have the news from England that the 


war panic created on that side of the water by 
Senator Sumner's trenchant American speech 
on the Alabama claims has subsided, and 
that Mr. Motley's pacific assurances at Liver- 
pool have been followed by a great reaction. 
He was expected as the messenger of war ; 
he is recognized as the herald of peace. The 
transition, like that from night to morning 
under the Equator, has been so sudden and so 
complete that the oracles of the British press 
can hardly realize the change; but they are 
stOl constrained to confess it. 
We presume 


that the last lingering doubt among them will 
be removed with the positive assurance that 
peace is the policy of General Grant on the 
question at issue, and that in ita settlement he 
has no intention or apprehension of the tre- 
mendons alternative of war.-

English opinion that Mr. Sumner's speech 
logically means only war; that it is good 
rhetoric, but bad logic; that if we declare 
we do not wish to appeal to the last resort of 
kings we must adopt diplomacy, and that in 


| adopting diplomacy we must conduct it with 
dignity and decorum, and not with threats and 
blustering. It further appears that General 
Grant is of the opinion that Mr. Sumner does 
not believe in his own plan for the settlement 
of this Alabama difficulty; but that, being op- 
posed to any further territorial expansions, 
the object of his speech was to create a check 
in England against the movement on this 
side looking to the annexation of the New 
Dominion; and that it is feared by the admin- 
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pecte of continued peace, between England 
and the Great Republic, will prevail. Mean- 
time let Mr. Motley and the administration 
beware of any Johnsonian treaty; for any such 
treaty will meet iu the Senate the fate of Mr. 
Seward's over-zealous efforts for a treaty of 
peace. There is in the dominant republican 
party, including both houses of Congress, a 
strong desire to give the deathblow to the 
democratic party by winning over what is called 
"toe Irish vote"—say half a million of voters. 
They can be secured on the direct issue of a war 
with England. Next, there is a large body of 
men among the masses of the people with 
whom repudiation as a consequence of a war 
with England has ceased to be a drawback in 
view of the extinction of our burden of taxes. 
In short, if the fired wealth of the Union is 
with Grant, the movable vote of the Union is 
with Sumner by an overwhelming majority. 
Accordingly, while exchanging congratulations 
of peace with England on the position of Gen- 
eral Grant's administration, it will be well for 
Mr. Motley to remember that Congress is the 
war-making power; that one branch of it is in 
reality the treaty-making power, and that the 
managing republicans in bsth branches are 
moving for "the Irish vote." 


The News from Cuba. 


We give to-day a full and interesting detail 


of the news from Cuba, received by mail from 
Havana and Nassau, and comprising accounts 
of recent events from both Cuban and Spanish 
sources. 
Our letters show that for some time 


previous to the-revolution in Havana, of which 
we have received advices by telegraph, there 
had been a growing spirit of discontent among 
the Spanish volunteers in consequence of the 
failure of commanders in the field to fulfil the 
hopes entertained of an early suppression of 
the rebellion. This, it is now known, has cul- 
minated in the deposition of the Captain Gen- 
eral of the island and of the Governor of Ma- 
tanzae. From the tenor of the accounts re- 
ceived to-day we shall not be surprised to 
learn that similar outbreaks have taken place 
in other cities still held by the Spaniards. 


From the Spanish accounts it is evident that 


the Cubans are carrying on-an active guerilla 
warfare, which is proving very exhausting to 
the government. It is stated that the demands 
upon the treasmy at Havana amount to a 
quarter of a million of dollars a day, or over 
seven millions a month, while the gross reve- 
nue, which in the raost prosperous and peace- 
ful times averaged only about thirty millions 
a year, has sunk to a very insignificant figure. 
The military operations for some time past 
have been confined to the reopening of the 
Nuevitas and Principe Railroad, which had 
been successfully accomplished, and great 
efforts were being devoted to supplying Puerto 
Principe with provisions and munitions. It 
was when this work had been accomplished 
that the landing of the supplies for the Cubans 
by the steamers Perrit and Salvador was 
eflected at points on the coast east of Nuevitas, 
and large bodies of troops were at once 
despatched to the points of landing with 
orders to pursue and capture them. The re- 
sult is yet to be seen. 


The Cuban accounts give us eoma .insight 


into the apparent neglect of the patriots to 
prevent the reopening of the Nuevitas Rail- 
road. On the 10th of May General Quesada 
reviewed the camps in the vicinity of Guai- 
maro—the present seat of government—and 


The Old North Octch Church.

In this case Mammon gives 


proof that he is stronger than Carist, even 
among Christ's own professed followers. 


It was an ancient Jewish prophecy that 


when the fulness of the times arrived the Gos- 
pel, the good news and glad tidings, would be 
preached to the poor. It was the early boast 
of Christianity; it is the boast of the preachers 
even now, that this prophecy was fiilfilled— 
"to the poor the Gospel is preached." This 
has ever been the 
proud 
distinction of 


the Christian as compared with other and 
especially with more ancient religions. 
How 


the authorities of the Reformed Dutch Church 
can harmonize their duty to the poor with the 
destruction of this venerable edifice we know 
not. 
They cannot say that they are poor and 


need the money. All the world knows tha't 
the Reformed Dutch Church in New York city 
is enormously rich. 
It is the love of filthy 


lucre, and nothing else, which prompts this un- 
hallowed work. There are funds enough in 
the hands of the authorities of this Church to 
build chapels for the destitute poor of the whole 
lower part of the city. It seems, however, 
that the spirit of Luther, so far as New York 
is concerned, goes in rather for luxurious ease 
than for vigorous, 
aggressive, 
missionary 


effort. 
We only express the sentiments of 


hundreds and thousands in this city when we 
say that the removal of the old church in 
Fulton street will redound to the lasting dis- 
honor of Dutch Reformers. 


It is unfair, however, to produce the im- 


pression that the Dutch Reformers are the 
only sinners in this matter. The Presbyteri- 
ans, the Independents, the Baptists and-other 
Protestants are equally to 
blame. 
The 


Methodists, as our correspondent truthfully 
remarks, are entitled to honorable exception. 
So also are the Episcopalians. The Method- 
ists, with religious care, preserve the old 
chapel in John street, and the Episcopalians 
can point to Trinity and St. Paul's. This 
floating upwards with the rich and consequent 
neglect of the poor is a weakness with Pro- 
testantism every where all over the world, and 
a very special weakness of Protestant volun- 
taryism.

A cable despatch informs u* that Earl Rus- 


sell'u Life Peerages bill 'has been passed in a 
committee of the Lords. The bill has been 
modified but slightly in passing through the 
House. If it paae into law it will give power 
to the Crown to create, on the recommenda- 
tion of the Prime Minister for the time being, 
peers for life from the ranks of literature, law, 
art, science and commerce, at a rate not ex- 
ceeding two annually. 
As the bill has now 


received the recommendation of the Lords we 
have no doubt that when it comes down to the 
Commons it will be heartily endorsed. On 
this side the water such a bill excites no 
general interest. To those, however, who are 
watching the progress of events and the 
growth of reform all over the world such a 
change as that which the bill implies in th 
old constitution of England is at once inte- 
resting and instructive. It reveals the growing 
power of the people, the changes which have 
been brought about in modern times and 
among 
all 
cjvilized 
peoples 
mainly by 


means of the press, 
but 
largely 
also 


through the agency of steam and electricity. 
The old privileged orders are breaking down 
all over Europe. In aristocratic England they 
feel themselves pushed into a corner to main- 
tain the dignity of their order, to prevent the 
House of Lords, in fact, from sinking into con- 
tempt. The Chamber of Peers has resolved 
to strengthen itself by adopting from time to 
lime as many sons as shall be necessary from 
the ranks of the democracy. So far as the 
Lords themselves are concerned it is a wise 
and well-considered policy. So far as the out- 
side world is concerned it is an unmistakable 
proof of the growing power of the people. We 
cannot say that the world is yet sick of mon- 
archy or that titled and privileged classes are 
universally out of favor; bat it may now be 
said that the wearers of crowns and coronets 
must everywhere consult the feelings and 
humor the wishes of the once despised de- 
mocracy. As the world marches on towards 
the great future it becomes daily more mani- 
fest that the governing power has its source 
not at the summit but at the basis of the 
social pyramid. 


COMMERCIAL RELATIONS WITH CANADA— 


THE CHAMBER OF COMM&ROE.—That respect- 
able fossil institution, the Chamber of Com- 
merce, has been again ventilating its ideas 
about reciprocity in our commercial relations 
with Canada. Now, this idea of reciprocity is 
all very well, but heretofore the reciprocity 
with Canada under expired treaties was pretty 
much on one side. Hence the refusal on the 
part of the United States to renew these 
treaties. The Kanucfcs had the best of it. 
What we want is the 
St. Lawrence river 


through its whole length, • connections and 
mouth, with, the land on both sides. It is one 
of the most necessary outlets of the trade of 
our vast and populous interior and ought not 
to be in the possession of foreigners. That is 
the only reciprocity which will satisfy the 
American people. 
If we could settle the 


Alabama claims on such a basis of concession 
we might accept it and grant besides a liberal 
reciprocity treaty for the territory beyond. 
If the Chamber o! Commerce would lift itself 
up to the magnitude of the question in this 
point of view it would show more sense and 
an appreciation of the interests and future of 
our great and rapidly progressive country.

But on the other hand, through 


all the ramifications of American society 
thorn arc the holders of the government bonds, 
and bondholders and banks and merchants 
r.nd shippers and property holders generally 
havn a paramount interest in the preservation 
of pence with England. They generally be- 
lieve tlmt a war with the United States would 
eventually be the destruction of the British 
empire, 
bi-ginmng with

country in repudiation 
and financial and 


political chaos. This peace party contends, 
likewise, that while peace with England is in- 
dispensable to the payment of our national 
debt, financial order and the development of 
our vast internal resources and our rapidly 
expanding foreign trade, it will also best serve 
our "manifest destiny" ideas of the progressive 
annexation of neighboring territories, North 
as well as South. 


The administration of General Grant is with 


this peace party, and hence we may confi- 
dently repeat it that at least till the reassem- 


were greatly needed, and, when once secured, 
General Quesada would be much stronger to 
break up the railroad again than he could be 
without them to prevent its reconstruction. In 
no other portion of the island do the, Spanish 
troops appear to be making active hostilities. 


The whole tenor of the news goes to show 


the steady decay of the power of Spain in 
Cuba and the increasing enthusiasm of the 
Cubans and their advance in the practices of 
war. 
As the rainy season is now close at 


hand, when the roads in the deep virgin soil 
of the tropics become almost impassable to 
man or beast, we may expect a lull in military 
movements. Looking upon the present time 
as the close of the first campaign we cannot 
but recognize the fact that Spain, in the 
period of her greatest resources, has not been 
able to suppress a revolution commenced by 
a people utterly ignorant 
of military or- 


ganization and manoeuvre, without arms or 
munitions of war and inspired only by a feel- 
ing of hatred to their oppressors; and after 
seven months of apprenticeship in war the 
Cubans remain masters of the field in one- 
half of the island. 
The rainy season will 


probably be spent by both parties in organ- 
izing for the next campaign and in the accu- 
mulation of supplies. 
Meanwhile the Cuban 


agents are spreading in every direction, and 
new complications in diplomacy and inter- 
national relations are springing up every- 
where. Let the administration at Washington 
be not too confident that it is well advised.

the Russian American Fur Company, have been re- 
ceived from Alaska. It is stated that many of these 
skins were taken from female seals and pups in 
violation of the law. Other shipments have been 
made direct to Honolulu and thence to Europe. 
The first sleeping cars seen in California arrived 
at Sacramento to-day from the East. 
The captain of the ship National Eagle, from Hong 
Kong,' reports observing May 17 an active volcano 
on an island in latitude 3118 north, longitude 139 50 
cast.

THE LITE TIUGEDY Iff WJI.LIAJISBlttC. 


Conclusion of tho Coroner's Inquest—A Ver- 


dict oPJiutidalile Homicide. 


The inquest over the body of Jeremiah Strickland, 


who was shot and killed on Tuesday last by his 
brother-in-law, Isaac S. Waters, waa concluded last 
evening before Coroner Whitehill and a jury at the 
Fourth district court room, WUllamsburg. The only 
evidence of importance taken yesterday afternoon 
was the deposition of Rev. Mr. Johnson, City Mis- 
sionary. That gentleman testified to his visiting 
Strickland while he waa lying wounded at No. 41 
South Fifth street. Strickland used many profane 
expressions before he died, but he repeatedly told 
Mr. Johnson tliat he did not blame Waters for shoot- 
ing mm. 


Tne entire testimony was submitted to the jury, 
and after a brief absence tho foreman, Alderman 
Armtleld, handed In the following verdict:—"We 
find that Jeremiah Strickland came to his death by 
pistol snots, at the hands of Isaac S. Waters, 
and that, the Bald Isaac S. Waters was acting In self- 
defence, and we therefore exonerate him Irom all 
responsibility, believing that he was justifiable in so 
doing, no rearing that hw own life was In jeopardy 
at the time, on the 1st of June. 1SOB, at 41 South 
Fifth street, Brooklyn." 


The Coroner took bail for ihe prisoner's appear- 
ance belore the District. Attorney in case that oill- 
cial should want him, ami Mr. S. s. Harding became 
his surety In the sum of $oo;>. 


Some discussion took place In relation to the re- 
port in the HEitAi.ii yesterday of a mlilnigut visit 
to the chamber of Mrs. Waters by the jurymen while 
that lady was suffering the pangs or maternity. The 
jurymen, or some of them, iclt aggrieved at tlie ex- 
posure, but they did not deny us truth, lu this 
relation Dr. llanford, the family physician alluded

NEW ZEALAND. 


The War Again Breaks Out—To Kooti AtiTe 


«nd Ttt» Kow»r« still at Lurce—Another 
Frightful Alaiuwcre—Alleged Complicity of 
tfaaia.au with the Rebel Maori*-General 
Indignation Of the Coloni.il* at the Neglect 
of the Home Government—Intrigues of 
King Tawhrno—Aflairs at tbe Front.. 


WELLINGTON, March28, 1889. 


The Hopes which last month the colonists gene- 


rally entertained that the war was finally ended and 
the rebellion stamped out have been cruelly dashed 
to the ground. Aflairs HOW are in a worse condi- 
.tton than ever, and the prospects of the unfortunate 
colonists of the Middle .Island are more wretched 
and hopeless than at almost any previous period in 
the history of New Zealand. 


Te Rooti, the leader of the Banians", on the west 


coast, is not dead, as reported, and is again gather- 
ing together his followers for a vigorous renewal of 
the conflict. He was certainly severely wounded at 
the taking or Ngatepa, but nas since recovered com- 
pletely. There is still, however, some doubt as to 
whether the present leader of the Eastern rebels is 
really Te Kooti, or only nis successor to the chief- 
tainship, uut whoever he may be he seems likely to 
give a great deal or trouble and anxiety to the colo- 
nial covcrnment. He is reported to have already 
mustered between 250 and SOO men, and is therefore 
quite strong enough to do a great deal of mischief. 
General alarm 13 felt all along the coast lest there 
should be a repetition of the horrors of Poverty Bay. 
The last report is that Te Kooti Is constructing a 
redoubt at Mainuti, that he has been remtorced by' 
a large number of the rjriveras, and that the women 
and children have been sent away to the care of 
some Inendly tribes in the interior.

gloomy and discouraging.' Another horrible massa- 
cre of settlers has taken place, as cowardly, brutal 
and revolting as that which occurred a few months 
ago on the East Coast, though, fortunately, the vic- 
tims are fewer in number. The scene of the present 
tragedy ia White Clifla, a small settlement "in the 
Taranaki district, only some twelve or fourteen miles 
from the town of TaranakL Through the friendly 
natives full particulars of the manner in which the 
murders were committed have bean receiyed. A 
party of the Maoris, headed by a chief named Te 
Weterl, who has hitherto been regarded as neutral 
in 
Hie war, 
came 
to 
tne 
cliffs 
in broad 


daylight. 
Only two of the Europeans were at the 


Blockhouse, and as they suspected no unfriendly 
design on the part of their visitors they were 
easily induced to go down to the beach ana loot at 
some pigs which the Maoris stated they had brought 
lor sale. Both of the unfortunate men were toma- 
uawked and Killed. Shortly afterwards Lieutenant 
Gascoigne, his wife and children, who had been 
working in their field of corn and potatoes, came up 
to the redoubt. The Maoris.met the lieutenant with 
great cordiality, and they all shook hands with him, 
but as he was raising his Hand to open his door ne 
was struck from behind with a tomahaws and killed. 
Mrs. Gascoigne and her three children were de- 
spatched tn the same manner. The remaining vic- 
tim, the Rev. J. Whiteley, a Wesieyan missionary, 
was met as he was approaching the settlement and 
was ordered to return forthwith to Taranaki. on 
refusing to do this he was shot dead, five 
bullets having been sncaequently lonna in his norfy. 
Tne work of murder having been accomplished 
Weterl and his followers burned the blockhouse and 
the redoubt and retired to the interior. The follow- 
ing day a settler named McDonald passed the scene 
cf the massacre and 
rode mto Taranaki and gave 


information to the authorities. A party was at 
once sent out to collect the bodies, the usual inquest 
was held and the usual verdict returned. On the 
day of the luneral all the banks and stores of Tara- 
nakt were ciose'd and the settlers turned out en, 
masse as mourners. A. monument is to be erected, 
by subscription, in memory of the anf.orcnn.ate set- 
tlers. 


The Rev. John Whtteley was by far the most promi- 
nent of the victims, and the apparent reluct- 
ance ol the 
rebels 
to 
kill 
him 
Is easily 
accounted for. Thin gentleman has labored as 
a missionary in New Zealand ever since the 
year Ib83, long before the first settlement or 
whites was established. His name • stands out very 
conspicuously in His early history or the Maori mis- 
sion, and apart from His efforts to convert tue 
natives he did a great deal or good tn eudeavonnK 
to leacu them the arts of peace- He was sixteen 
years at Kawhia, and while there acquired such in- 
nucncu runout tiie WalKato tribes as cuablcti him on 
one occasion to induce them to liberate tiie Taraua- 
Kis. whom they had captured in war and retained aa 
slaves. In the native wars and feuds he was Ire- 
quentiy appointed arbiter, so great was, at one 
time, the commence of the natives in tue latcerity of 
ilia cniLTftcter.

party of eleven men, lulled by the general ruuior of 
the night of the Maoris, ventured to cross the river 
to a peach orchard belonging, to a refugee settler for 
acme fruit. Thoy had scarcely moored their canoe 
when they were flred upon by a Maori ambuscade, 
and onlv three of them escaped by swlmmlnir back 
to the Karuka side of the river. 


Colonel Whltmorc, having complete! his prepara- 
tions, at length left Wereroa, where lie hail encanipeil 
alter the taking of Nukumaru and made a road 
through the bush to \\airoa. His advance was 
necessarily extremely slow, and for some days he 
was unable to learn the direction which the rebel 
Maoris had taken. On tne loth of March, however 
an escort of fllty men. conveying stores and rations 
from Patea to Walroa, were attacked by a party of 
100 to 150 rebels on the Patea side of the Whenuakuru 
river. The drays were crossing the river when they 
were fired upon by an ambuscade. The escort drew 
up the remaining wagons and took .shelter behind 
them. Here they remained in a state of siege for a 
couple of days, when they were relieved by another 
force under Colonel St. John coming to the rescue.

was found that Tito Kowaru, Instead of retreattmr 
Into the Interior, had taken up his position at the 
pa of otoia, situated between tho colonial forces 
and the coast. The pa was round to have been ror- 
tifled with the usual engineering skill or the Maoris, 
and was as difllcult to approach as to storm. Oa 
the 12th Marcn, Colonel Wlittmore organized his 
attacking force, and while he hlmscli moved on witu 
the main body, he sent Colonel St. John and a 
column of msn across the Patea river, so as to in- 
tercept the rebels if they were driven out of the pa. 
The details of the attack have not yet come to hand 
but we have news to tho effect that Colonel 
Whitmore 
successfully 
surprised 
the 
rebels 
under

of a slight fog at early dawn 
and drove them out of the pa into the masked Ore of 
the ambuscade force, under the command or Colonel 
St. John. It is also known that the greater number 
or tne rebels succeeded la getting away in tolerably 
good order and that their losses were not so great as 
might have been anticipated. 


Both on the east and west coast, therefore, there 
is an organized army of rebels, led by trusted and 
desperate leaders, and capable of any atrocities. 
This would be a state of things bad enough to make 
ua anxious and despondent; but the latest news Is 
or a very much worse tenor than this. In a former 
letter I gave an account of the aims and policy of 
King Tawhlao. who, although he is poworleaa to 
stop a few of the tribes from making war, could with

It has been, discovered that a man named Michael 
Murphy had been, tampering with, the natives who 
perpetrated the Wtlte CUHS massacre, and tie has 
been arrested on a charge of complicity in that 
crime. At present, however, the necessary evidence 
conid not be collected against him, and so he has been 
committed for three months under the vagrant act as 
a rogue and vagabond. He appeared to have sufficient 
means to support himself, but could give no proper 
account of the war in which he gained his liveli- 
hood. BHe is, therefore, detained as a vagrant 
until evidence of his connection with Weteri is ob- 
tained. 


By the way, we nave Just received additional in- 
formation about Te Weterl, the chief who committed 
the WTiric cliffs massacre. He was generally known 
to the neutral, but tt seems that those who knew 
him best thought Him the last man capable of such 
barbarous conduct. Some time ago three Europeans 
who started overland from White Cliffs to Waikato 
•were taken prisoners, and would have been killed 
but for tne interposition of Te Weterl, who pro- 
tected them. Two of Uieso whites were with mm 
ror a longtime, and the third Weterl himself took to 
the Hospital at Alexandria, as he was ill with fever. 
Weterl is an unusually intelligent fellow, and only 
recently owned and sailed a trading vessel at 
Ktwhia.

Btbics' Completed and 
Mineralogy and 


Ueology • Begun— The Boat Knee To-Mor- 
row—An1 Artillery Drill—One of tho Board 
ot Vialtora Catches a Tartar. 


WEST POINT, June 4,1869. 


The examination In law and ethics was completed 


1nla morning, aud two sections of the graduating 
«lass were examined in mineralogy and geology. 
Tne authorities which are consulted, or rather fol- 
lowed, by the cadets during the course in this spo 
«lal branch are Dana's Mineralogy and Hitchcock's 
fieology. During the closing part of toe cxamina- 
natlon in law and ethics several of the Board or 
Visitors actively amused themselves in putting all 
sorts ot puzzling questions to the cadets concerning 
tne subject ot civil law, with which they are not sup- 
posed to be. as familiar as they are in that which 
refers' more' especially to the duties of an officer 
when .exercising extraordinary authority over 
ethers. The members of the board who are lawyers 
oy profession were the most persevering in their 
efforts to make tlie cadets feel rather uneasy, ana 
certain of the questions nonplussed more than one 
of the gray-coats, who seemed at a loss to under- 
stand why on earth the strange old-fogylookmg 
•visitors mauiiesied so much interest on their Desalt. 


AN OFFICIAL VISITOjt GETS ANSWTERED. 
The examination to mineralogy and geology was 
probably, to tde atidlenee who were assembled in tne 
llorary at least, the most interesting part or the an- 
nual examination wnicn has already taicen place. 
'When the class was examined to engineering a day 
or two ago there were a great inany official persons 
present from various parts ol the country, including 
more than one ol tne Board of Visitors, who were 
apparently very mnca interested in everything that 
was said or done either by the cadets or the profes- 
sors, although they were unable to understand a 
«tagle problem ol engineering skill that was solved 
or the many problems that were capable of 
being understood by people of ordinary in- 
telligence. This was not, however, the 
case 
in the mineralogy examination to-day. During 
this, as in the examination in law and ethics, one or 
the Board of Visitors took it into his wise head to 
put a stunner or a question to one of tne cadets. He 
pnt it in the usual legal phraseology, with as many 
•whereasea as can be found any day in apolitical 
platform, and couched to language as obscure as 
that oi a modem pnuosopuer's treatise on impossi- 
ble tilings. Tne cadet listened very patiently to the 
gentleman, and then, smiling blandly, informed tee 
•wise man that" he could not answer the question 
after the fashion it was asked; whereupon tne ques- 
tioner elucidates it himself to bis own satisfaction. 
But imagine his utter horror when one of the cadets, 
emllmg stiH more blandly than before, informed ham 
that that was not the way mineralogy was taught at 
the Military Academy. Such a cadet ought to have 
been made a captain on the spot.

AN ARTILLERY DEII.I- 
The second class, wiiich will graduate next year, 
to-Gay exercised with the siege battery of Parrot 
guns, which is located just westward or the hotel. 
Aa the drill was to test the accuracy and general 
ability of the class as artillerists and is always an 
occasion of great Interest for the whole cadet corps, 
there was an immense gathering of spectators. Tne 
target which waa nred at was placed on tne oats 
on the west bant of the river, a distance 
of about 1,100 yards. Thirty-Blx shots were fired 
and twelve shots pierced the target. Last June the 
present graduating clasa—which was then, of course, 
the second class in their drill—struct the target, 
twenty times out of the thirty-six shots Hred; in fact 
shivered it to pieces. Tbe clasa which graduated m 
MG7 strucK the objective point twenty-five times out 
of thirty-six, which Is the Best Bring done by any 
class that has ever graduated.

The drill was a nnc one and tne shots made are con- 
sidered by the artillery officers Here as excellent. 
.lieutenant Hosmer was iu command of tlie battery 
during tlie drill.

Hotel Waiters' Strike. 


The strike of the hotel waiters may be ta*en as a 


settled question. Tne Hfth Avenue, Clarendon. St. 
Nicholas, Astor and New York hotels nave entered 
into a sort of holy alliance to resist the demands of 
the society men, and all emphatically declare that 
they will not accede to tne requirements of the 
Waiter's Union in any particular, being resolved to 
go on with the forces now employed, and, as they 
assert, giving entire satisfaction to the gueste. 


T11E FIFTH AVENUE HOTEL. 


When tne strike first, toot place at this notel there 


were employed seventy-nine waiters, and an, or 
quite all, threw up their situations. By Thursday 
evening tne steward had entirely filled his quota, and 
nig force now numbers seventy-six men, not one 
being the member of any society. At the Fifth Ave- 
nue the situation was not so bad as at some of the 
other hotels, for with its twenty-nve hallmen, who 
constituted a reserve force of waiters, who were 
familiar 
with 
these duties in 
all their de- 


tails, 
the 
tables were 
Kept going 
by men 


•woo were 
not raw, like 
a 
majority 
ol 


the new recruits. 
The proprietors state with 


great emphasis that no man while he is a member of 
the organization will be again received into the 
house in the capacity of waiter, and they affirm that 
while some little incidental troubles occur with men 
unacquainted with the house, the guests mase no 
complaint ana everything goes on smoothly and 
well. Order and neatness seems to prevail, and from 
external appearances no one conld tell that an entire 
change had 
been 
made 
in

employes.

ing previously been 
waiters, and not 
from, 


the other trades, as has been asserted. One of the 
waiters, named Henry Cook, was yesterday morn- 
ing laboring under a strange hallu cination, imagin- 
ing that some one was constantly at-his heels, seek- 
ing his lite. He strncfc with the rest or nis com- 
panions, but -went bact to nis duty on Wednesday 
at ttie regular rates. Believing tnatnis former as- 
sociates were incensed ac his conduct and were try- 
ing to obtain revenge by killing nun, he became so 
inrunated that he made chaos of everything within 
Ins reach aud became very unruly, so mucu so that 
he was brought 
in nandcnns before Justice 
Dodge, at Jefferson Market, in charge of four 
officers, and was by the decision of the magistrate 
turned over to the Commissioners of Charities and 
Correction, who will find quarters for him at the 
Asylum on BlackwelFs Island. Besides this episode 
nothing has occurred to maSe tne strike at this 
hotel particularly noteworthy, save that all of the 
strikers Have conducted themselves in a perfectly 
exemplary manner, seeking only TO carry out their 
plainly expressed intentions. 


THE SITUATION AT THE CLARENDON.' 
This hotel, the resort ol aristocratic Englishmen, 
you know, does not feel at all put. out by the action 
of its waiters, and the proprietors declare they will 
not, under any circumstances, again receive a so- 
ciety man into then- employ. Ihey pronounce the 
pork and beans story which appeared in a t'penny 
morning paper that rejoices particularly in the bni- 
•liancy of its "dashes here and there," as a "pure 
fabrication, a mesa of nonsense served np for tbe 
relish of porters and chambermaids, and beneath 
our notice-" No guests have left the house because 
of the troubles consequent upon the move by the 
waiters, and it is said that the new resfime operates 
like oiled machinery. 


AT THE NEW YORK HOTEL. 
TTpwaras of forty men were discharged and paid 


off at this hotel the very day they struck, and a new- 
set were at once set to work, the proprietors declar- 
ing that they are perfectly sansfled with, the condi- 
tion ol things, and that their guests have all exhi- 
bited a feeling of strong sympathy. They say that 
they have submitted long enough to the despotic 
and 
dictatorial 
orders or the society, and 
that they are 
glad 
to get rid 
of 
a class 
of 
waiters who had 
become 
stiff 
in 
the 
harness and utterly unmanageable. If they wished 
to discharge a waiter tbe society had first to be con- 
sulted; and without their action was approved they 
were powerless to effect their purpose. This an* 
omaly they had now removed, and they asserted that 
no one in the remotest degree connected with clie 
Union should-hold any position in their house. AS 
to all reports concerning the Gestruccion of crockery 
and glassware and theft of table furniture, they pro- 
nounced them as simply false. They feel couliuent 
that in two weeks the hotel wiu be in good work- 
ing order. Though some awkward mistakes have 
occurred the supervision of the dining room by the 
steward and- proprietors has rectified them, so that 
the ludicrous phase of the movement has been con- 
•flued to a narrow compass. 


AT THE ST. KICHOLAS. 
The committee from the Union waited upon the 
ieeper of this hotel and several others yesterday 
morning TO propose terms of compromise—at least 
such was the understood intention—but tue proprie- 
tor refused point blank to treat with them in their 
official capacity. He said that thev had taken their 
course, and that they must abide by it 
They with- 
drew. At other hotels no terms were reached—in- 
deed, no negotiations were entered into. The guests 
at this house took up the cause of tbe proprietor at 
the outset, and have stood by him to the end. The 
old waiters Had a habit of furnishing a guest at the 
table with an extra quantity of food—more always 
tnan he required—when ttaey thought they could 
make an estia fee, and this system eutalleu a large 
waste and a heavy yearly loss to tne hotel, entirely 
needless. 
Witn new hands all round this swindle 
has been eliminated. 


AT THE ASTOR HOUSE. 
The situation there, under the lead or the patriarch, 
Colonel Ste'^on, has assumed its wonted calmness, 
and the machinery has settled down into tbe old 
grooves. Though many valued waiters, who had 
served for years under the veteran colonel, de- 
serted the camp with the rest, the genial commander 
marshalled a new host and feels that he has come 
on victorious. 
There can be no doubt that hotel proprietors are 
determined in the stand they have taken, and it re- 
mains to be seen whether the society can bear up 
under the weight of its self-imposed burdens. 
A correspondent writes complaining that hotel 
proprietors are making so much money that they 
)nght to divide some of the profits among their 
aelp, and cites as an instance tae Filth. Avenue 
Hotel, from which he declares a large fortune is an- 
nually realized. 
Mr. S. C. Johnson writes that he did not use the 
language, "1 nrge an unflinching determination on 
the part of the members to carry the strike through 
all obstacles," at the recent meeting of the Waiters1 
TJnioa, as attributed to him by rue press: but "was 
opposed to anything like a strike from the moment 
the advance or wages was acitated by the Uniou." 


The Workingmcn'tf Union. 


The regular fortnightly meeting of tbe Working- 


men's Union took place last night at their rooms, 
No. 267 Bowery, the president, Mr. William J. Jessup. 
in the chair, Alexander Troup, secretary. The at- 
tQtwlauce was not very larce. The delegates of the 
national Framers' Union presented their credentials, 
which were referred to the Committee on Delegates. 


Mr. Alexander Troupe, of the committee appointed 


to take into consideration the 
propriety of 


holding a naaBS meeting to urge the removal of 
Secretary Boriu, reported that tne committee had 
decided that the meeting should be held. An opea 
air meeting was thought the most desirable. A reso- 
lution was passed by tae committee instruct- 
ing the corresponding 
secretary to correspond 
with.

penses. Reports ol the delegates from the various 
societies were then received, Tne delegates of the 
framers reported that they were on a strike for $4 a 
day for nrst class men and $3 60 for men or the 
second cross. They now get $3. Mr. Ennls, of the 
plasterers, said that business was dull now in that 
trade, owing to the fact that plasterers have been in- 
duced to come to this country from England, Ireland, 
Scotland ana Canada m consequence of theinaccurate 
representations of the bosses. Many or these men, 
unable to get work, had returned and more would 
return. The Staten Island laborers were about 
effecting an association wito the trades whom they 
served. 
Mr. Itosenstock, of the JTontine Life Insurance 
Jotnpany, was Introduced, and laid before the ineeir 
lug a plan for life insurance lor the benellt of me 
worfcingmen. 
A motion to reconsider the vote of a former meet- 
ng was carried. 
A motion to refer the matter to local unions was 
made, and this was amended by a motion lo indefi- 
nitely postpone, aud was carried. 


A deputalton from the potters of Trenton waa re- 
ceived, and Mr. McHlll set lorth the condition of the 
strikers anrt the reason of the Htrike.i. The strike 
was Inaugurated because the potters were required 
u> make more dimcult shapes at the same pay.

Annual Session of He Grand Lodge -proe und 


AeccpteB Masons—Puurtb and Lnst Day. 
The Grand Lodge resumed labor at nine o'clock 


yesterday morning. B, W. and llev. R. L. SCUOON- 
MAMSB opened with prayer. 


SECTARIAN ALLUSIONS IN THE RITUAL. 


The M. w. ISAAC PHILLIPS, from the special com- 


mittee appointed to sit during the- recess at the 
annual Communication of 1888, repotted regarding 
sectarian allusions in the Masonic ritual. The M. 
W. brother prefaced the report ivita a few remarks 
explanatory of the aliegeo offensive expressions, 
which were only so to members of the Jewish per- 
suasion, but wnich are not proper to be written or 
printed. The committee had not agreed as to the 
matter, and therefore presented a majority and a 
minority report. 


The R. W. Brother MAHVIN read the majority report, 


which declared that, with all due respect to the reli- 
gious feelings of their brethren, they deemed it inex- 
pedient to make any change in the ritual. Great ap- 
plause followed, but the Grand Master checked toe 
same. The report was signed by R. w. Brothers C. 
A. Marvin, Christopher G. Fox and William K. Mer- 
rlam. 


M1NOKITY REPORT. 


The M. W. ISAAC PmtLrrs read the minority re- 


port, recommending the objectionable clauses to be 
removed. The report was signed by the M. W. bro 
ther only, the other members of the committee not 
having signed either report 


The minority report was received, and both reports 


were then submitted for action. 


The W. Brother Benjamin Ve Young, the M. W. 


Isaac Phillips, the E. W. Brother C. A. Marvin and 
the W. J. Solomon spoke to the resolutions, Broiner 
Marvin only speaking in favor of tae majority re- 
port, which was Ultimately adopted. 


THE GRAND ORIENT OP FRANCE. 


The special order or tne day was then called up, 


which was the third resolution appended to the re- 
port of the committee on Correspondence, declaring 
all rraternal relations and Masonic relations sus- 
pended between the Grana Lodge of the State of Sew 
York and the Grand Orient of France. 
A BROTHER asked to be informed when and how or.r 
Masonic relations had ceased netween the Grand 
lodge of Louisiana and tne Grand Orient of France. 
The M. w. JOHN w. SIMONS made a lengtny ex- 
planation, in which he remarked that since onr flag 
had waved over Louisiana she ceased to be under 
French jurisdiction, and neither civilly nor Mason- 
ically would America submit to anv divided author- 
ity. (Attempts at applause.) He also said that ia 
1854 a Supreme Council had been established in 
Louisiana, which began its work, at the fourth degree. 
This body was declared spurious. Kow this has 
been renewed; 
but had the so-called 
juris- 
diction confined itself to these 
degrees 
all 
would be well; but they 
claimed 
to confer 
the first three degress or Masonry in Louisiana, it 
was wrong there, and If so, it was wrong here aud 
concerned all Masons. How we were in the same 
position with regard to Hamburg. She claimed to 
establish lodges all over tne world, ana now naa 
two lodges in New York which were not recognized 
by any Masonic body in the United States. 
The GRAND MASTER said the matter lay in a nnt- 
snell, and was easily disposed or. The Grand Orient 
of France had seen flt to recognize a body which 
had invaded a sister jurisdiction. He had written 
on the subject,a fraternal and affectionate letter to 
the Grand Master of the French Grand Orient, Mar- 
sbal Melhnet, but although thirty steamers had 
since passed between Prance and this country, and 
although there was a representation of the Grand 
Orient here, no notice had been taken of his com- 
munication. 


ABROTHER asked that in case the resolution passed 
and France then withdrew her recognition—what 
then* 


The GRAND MASTER replied that then the effect of 
the resolution would cease- 


ANOTSER asked if a Mason arrived in this country 
who had received his Masonic ligfrs under the Grand 
Orient of France, would we, as Masons, be pro- 
hibited from offering liim the right hand of fellow- 
ship ? 


Tae GBAND MASTER replied in the negative; bnt 
said that if he still were subject to that Grand orient 
he could not be recognized here. 
The w. JOHN C. COUCH, of Joppa Lodge, made a 
lengthy speech in opposition to the resolution, iu 
the course of -which he saifl that we should eshanst 
all our statesmanship before resorting to a final de- 
claration of war. 
He took the ground that France : 
differed from Hambnrir Inasmuch, as she did not es- 
tablish subordinate lodges here, and also that the 
Grand Orient ol France did not recognize this spu- 
rious Grand Council. 
If, therefore, the Grand 
Master of the French Orient was the same as our 
Grand Master 


M, w. JAMES GIBSOJ*—He is not. The Grand Orient 
has no power; all power is possessed, then, by the 
Grand Master. 
The W. Brother said he would then pass over 
that, and then he proceeded at length to urge de- 
liberative action in the matter, and that the urand 
Lodge should not be too hasty in legislating on tne 
subject. 


A FLEASANT INTERRUPTION. 
"While the W. Brother was proceeding witn bla 
remarks 
the Grand Secretary announced the 
presence of the Grand Master of Pennsylvania and 
the Senior Grand warden of the Grand Lodge of 
that State. 
The distinguished visitors were presented by Past 
Grand Master KOBEHT D. HOLMES, in the lollowing 
anffuage:—

JOHN- L. LEWIS delivered a powerful 
speech, urging the passage of the resolution aud 
saying to France unless you withdraw this invu- 
ston of our soil we will not hold Alasouic intercourse 
with you. The Grand Master of New York hud been 
treated contemptuously by the Grand Muster of 
France, aud that contempt extended to him uiiU to 
the whole body m this fetatc aud he woulu reseut it. 
The question tneu was, "Shall we protect our 
rights / bhall we protect onr noli from invasion, or 
shall we quietly fold our hands anrt Bit down under 
this Insulfr" When Hamburg Invaded onr soil none 
stood up for u-swith more manliness than Louiaiiinu, 
and now let us stand up for her and protest agamst 
the invasion of our soil. 


After some further debates both amendments were 
lost and the original resolution waa adopted.

On the'25th or May, 1868, previous 
to nis engaging in business as a snnrr and tobacco 
manufacturer, he paid the special tax required by

TIus action was brought to recover this stun 
of ssoo, with five per cent additional tax lor the first 
month and one per cent for each subsequent montti. 
The defence set up was double payment and no 
notice to the sureties. The Court instructed the jury 
that there was no question for them ana directed a 
verdict lor the government for tne full amount 
Claimed.

Another Case or the Same Kind. 


The UnUea Stales vs. Robert G. Newell 
On the 


18th of December, 1867, the defendant gave a bond, 
with two sureties, to nay taxes on his manufacture 
of tobacco and otherwise comply with the law. On 
the return made before the 10th. of March, 1898, lor 
tne month of February the tax of $144 75, as the 
government claims, was unpaid. On a snbseouent 
return a sum or «S12 S5 waa not paid. It was to re- 
cover tliesc two sums, with rue additional percent- 
age imposed for non-payment, tbat the action was 
brought.

1789, in this regard 
was leuealed by the act of Marcn 2,1799. in section 
twenty one of the latter act, however, the game laa 
guage is used, aucl which constitutes the only claim 
to authority in the whole revenue code. It will be 
seen on examination to relate entirely to another 
subject—that of acconuts of the collector, naval orfl 
cer and surveyor. It does not change or in any re- 
spect enlarge the power conferred on the Secretary 
by the act of!789. The position of your correspond 
<Scut, therefore, is correct and in all respects remains 
intact, for neither the subject matter nor the con- 
nection or object or the section, taken as an entirety, 
will justify 
any other interpretation. 
Powers 
granted by statute must be affirmatively expressed, 
and in no case Is it more necessary than in the ex- 
ercise or the appointing power.
